information hue been received concerning 
tho terriblo suffering, reported in thL-difi- 
patches some time ago, among the Polish 
Jsws in tho vicinity of Devil's Lak<s,D. T., 
and it Is stated that unless food and c'.oth- 
ing.aro sent tlicre without delay starvation 
and death must visit many homes. Tho 
Jewish.settlouient is located about eighteen 
milos from Devil's Lake, and is composed 
of -00 pcrsins who went there from 
Chicago, St. Paul and other cities two 
yours ago. The mon were industrious, and 
went to work with a will. They Imd but 
little money and mortgaged their homes for 
enough to pay frwthoir hind. They raised 
a good crop ttie first year and went irr 
debt tlien for stock. The note^ and mort- 
gages signed by them in roar.y instances 
here interest at tho rate ot 2 per cent, a 
month on chattels and 12 per cent, par on- 
nuin on real estate, besides ~> per cent, per 
annum on loans, on which they were 
obliged' to pay to the loan sharks with 
whom they had to deal. They stinted their 
families in order to get nlong until they 
could realize from their fall crops. About 
tho middle of August, however, a severe 
frost destroyed their entire crop of wh^'Jt, 
leaving them only a few potatoes and a 
scaat supply of oats for their stock. Tho 
trouble and suffering began at onco. The 
merchants who had 
heretofore been 


anxious to supply all their wants refused 
to credit them any more, seeing that they 
could not expect payment for what had 
been ' furnished already. 
JNoarly every 


creditor became alarmed and foreclosed. 
The fiituatioa became so bad that tho 
sheriff refused to inflict further suffer- 
ing on tho people by taking their prop- 
erty. They were without either fuel or 
broad, and wcro compelled to use t'Ao 
droppings of cattle for fuel to cook such 
few articles as they coult! set, and set 
bread, II they had any, to bake In this Hie. 
Their children wero naked, without slioet 
or stockings; the men and women In rags 
and without footwear.

MEMPHIS' GOVERNMENT. 


How tlie MetropolK ot Tenueiuee COM««J 


to Be n Municipality. 


Charles Dudley Warner, writing in Har- 
a-'t Magazine about Memphis acd ber prin- 


clpal troubles, estplfltas: Under tbcsecir- 
cinstaiioes the city^csorted to a novel ex- 
pedient.' It surrendered its charter to tba 
State, and ceased to exist as'a municipality. 
Tho leaders of this movement gave two 
reasons for it-thc vriah not to repudiate 
the city debt, but to gain breathing-time, 
and tbat municipal government m .tM3 
country is a failure. Tho Legislature erect- 
ed the former Memphis Into the taxing dis- 
trict of Sbclby County, an* provided a 
government for it. This government con- 
sists o£ a legislative council of eight 
members, made up of tbe Board of Fire and 
Police Commissioners, consisting of three, 
and the Board ol Public Works, consisting 
o£ five. These are all elected by popular 
vote to serve a term o{ four years, but tbo 
elections aro held every two years, so that 
the council always contains membars who 
havo had experience. The Board of Firo 
and Police Commissioners elects a presi- 
dent, who is the executive officer of tha 
tax-in" district, and has tbo power and 
duties of a mayor; bo bas a salary of two 
thousand dollars, inclusive of. his fees as 
police magistrate, and the other members 
of his board havo salaries of five hundred 
dollars. The members of. the Board ot 
Piblic Works servo without compensation.

"When I flrst wont to reside in Portugal a 


present was made me b£ o few bottles of 
port wine, ot tho famous vintage ol 1820. 
Port wine, having naturally more sugar, 
has consequently more alcohol, and thus 
more of resistance to decay and deteriora- 
tion. This port, when I drank it, was to its 
liltiotb. year, and it bad become tho color of 
sauterne, and was more like a liqueur, and 
whiter than tho port oJ tho vmtago ol 1317. 
About the same timo I also tasted some -por' 
Wo that was nearly seventy years old. I 
was nearly white, and seemod to have 
great wine character. In 1871 Mr. Kabello 
tho Brazilian. Consul at Oporto, made me a 
present of several bottles ot port wine o 
tUo vi ntage of 1793. Hr. Kabello .had hearc 
of the breaking up ot an old Portuguese 
family where, from father to son, a ccrtaii 
number of bottles of famous vintages ha< 
been handed down. I sent several of these 
aged wines to the late William Cullcn Bry 
ant, remarking that tho bottle of 1798 was 
according to tho encyclopedia, of bis own 
age; but tho poe',ia acknowledging the re 
ceptioa of the wine, stated that it was his 
senior, and that he should look up to it with 
reverence. 


•When I came to open, my bottle o£ 1793, 


found it (wbicb once had tto dark red o 
port) about tbo color of water, and the mos 
insipid stuff. Up to tho beginning of thi. 
century it was not the custom in any par 
of Europe to put a lot of fiery alcohol into 
any kind of wine, and when they did adi 
spirit to port wine It was a littlo of tha 
which had been distilled from port. This 
1793 wino had probably beou thus treated 
but with all tho 
aling wax and a once 


good cork, the beverage was as unvinous 
and tasteless as if it had been water dippei 
up from a pond and bottled.

doubt if tho Bavarian, wines sosedulousl; 
advertised ia England as thoso of 15-40 
1040 and 1731 have any virtue in them, even 
ii they be gonu'ino wines ol thoso dates 
They are really insipid staff not worth 
penny a gallon.
